WEAK SPOT IN PEACE TERMS 


Legislatures Cannot Be Compelled to 
Elect Provisional Governors. 


Juarez, Mex., May 26.— The weak 
spot in the peace agreement between 
the revolutionists and the federal gov­ 
ernment— the fact that 
the legisla­ 
tures of the Mexican states cannot 
constitutionally be coerced to name as 
governor any one but their own choice 
— loomed large when it was reported 
that the legislature of the state of 
Coahuila had refused to install Senor 
Venustia Carranza, Madero’s choice 
for provisional governor. 
W hat happened in Coahuila, it is 
pointed out, may happen elsewhere. 
Madero has given orders to insur­ 
r e c t troops in the vicinity of Saltillo, 
the capital of the state of Coahuila, to 
march on the city if necessary.

Chickens, Too, Are Better, Says Gov­ 
ernment Expert. 

M a y 26.— The life and 
habits and characteristics of th* great 
American hen from nest or incubator 
to told storage were described to the 
senate committee on manufactures by 
Dr. Mary E. Pennington, chief of the t 
food research bureau of the depart­ 
ment of agriculture.

Dr. Pennington argued that chick­ 
ens. properly 
prepared when placed 
in cold storage, are wholesome and 
healthful after nine months or a year, 
“ better.” she said, ‘“ than those fresh 
killed and kept for twenty-four hours 
without care or refrigeration.” 
Eggs laid in winter and properly 
refrigerated six or nine months, Dr. 
Pennington declared, surpassed eggs 
fresh laid in summer and kept twen­ 
ty-four hours before consumption.
